Xcyi York, Jan. 7.— Koviowiug the 
South African' situation under" Sunday 
morning's date, the London correspond- 
out of the Tribune siij-s: 

" Gen. Buller's luinj- wiis in reiulinoti.s 
to move upon tlie eneuiy'« worlds yester- 
day, after systematic scouting all along 
the line from Springfield to Ilaugwana. 
There were found two strongly fortitied 
positions south of the Tugela, at each 
end of the defensive line, covering 10 
miles on the opposite bank, with guns 
commanding every fording place. 

" The Springfield district liad l)oen ex- 
plored l)y scouts early, but there wasi 
a reconnaissance in force Friday after- 
noon toward Ilangwana by a strong 
force of cavalry and riflemen, with two 
guns. There was shell filing from the 
naval guns behind Lord Dundoaald's 
cavalry, and various attempts were made 
to draw the enemy's fire, but id the'.eiid 
the troops returned to ,,campi withopt 
haTing''1earned; wMre the' aeW trenches 
bad been laid. 

"The lesson of the first battle Jit 
■ C!olenso and subiequcnt futile recon- 
naissances and artillery practJoe was 
that one engagement was iiecessacy in 
order to ascertain where the enemy wiis, 
and that a series of ' butties, one after 
another in quick succession, imight lie 
roQuired for ' th{>' relief '<*f' Ladysraitli. 
The Springfield outwork could not he 
left in the' enemy's possession if any 
turning movement wore attfuuptod above 
Colenso, and in any attack at the centre 
Ilangwana could not bo passed over or 
masked 

•'There was still anotlier alternative 
plan, that of conducting a turning move 
ment nineteen miles east of ColeuHO by 
the Weenen road to Ladysniifh. But 
this seemed like a desperate undertak- 
ing, with Ilangwana strongly held by 
the enemy several miles east and throe 
south of the ruined railway bridge. 

" While the loungers at tho dubs 
were discussing the proTiabilitios of tlie 
situation last night anfl settling down 
to the' conclusion that the first shot 
would be the signal for several days of 
desperate fighting, but that Gen. Bullor 
would wait for another 'battery and 
another regiment of' Hussars and not 
order the advance until Monday, the 
war ollice cleared the field of -action for 
at least twenty-four hours by iposting a 
short bulletin. ,, . ' 

" It was from Gen. Biiller .at.jGunip. 
Frere and contained a. rme'sB(ige'.,fr6m' 
Gen, White, stating that fhe "Boers had 
attacked Ladysritith in cousidccsLble force 
toward 3 o'clock on Sunday jmoruing. 
While Gen. Bullcr was waiting for a 
few more guns and mounted troops, or 
possibly for the Trat«r to fall a little 
lower in the Tugela, or for the mule 
train to be put in better order, (ion. 
Joubert had attempted" to fiurprise the 
garrison by a night sortie, and a spiritod 
attack had been made. The Boers 
wort.' everywhere repulsed, but the liglif 
ing was still in progress at :9 o'clock 
The story was only hitlf told by helio- 
graph, for the retirement of the Boors 
was not announced, but so far as it went 
it had the right ring for British earn. 
White's men were holding their own and 
fighting gallantly, after a long siege. 
They had not been taken l)y surprise, 
and even with their supply of ammuni- 
tion, which there has Iroen good reason 
to believe was failing, they had re- 
pulsed this belnte<l attack in force. It 
was an inspiring story, which brought 
a fine glow of enthusiasm to every Eng- 
lishman's heart. 

" The war office had neither explana- 
tions nor comments to ofTer, and kept 
what information it had received from 
(ion. Biiller respecting his own i)Ia!is a 
dose secret. It was an ea«y inference 
that Gen. Joubert, being well iiifonneil 
l)y his own scouts respecting Buller's 
dilatory tactics, had taken ndrahtage of 
a final opportunity for a d<-si)i'ratc at- 
teuiiit to carry I.advsmilli with its feve r 
hospital ■ by. assault before the great 
batUp!Of'TngeIilj;i:ould be|.foiiKht.

Such e.xtracfs n« this from tlie doscrip 
tion of the fighting dn Soulli Afritsi givi 
some faint idea of the conditions under 
which it is b(.'ing carried on. Belati^l 
as those Jotters are )>y the time thoy ap- 
pear in lOnglisli ikiik-i-s, thoy throw much 
iiowUhI light ui)oii tlie oanipaign .serenely 
reporttnl over ceis-sored cables. 'Tlu> heat 
that drove British .soldiers to drin 
gratefully from tlio exhaust pipe of an 
engine after seven hours' fighting 
Enslin, whore thoy lost 17!) killed or 
wounded, ha.8 proved a serious factor in 
tho care of tho wounded.

London, Jan. 7. — The most authorila- 
dvo English deJiverance yet made on tho 
question of intematiorial law involved in 
tho seizures in Delagoa Bay is iu the 
statcmont .just issued ihy Prof. A. 10. 
HdiiaaS^'bf 'OkfOTd'tiiUrersity, who pre- 
paied-the admiraljty momuol .Of ,thc law 
of prizes.' It isihigihly prOlmlble' the Kug- 
glish government will act in the spirit 
of Prof. Holland's ntterances. He 
writes: 

"Of four inconveniences to which neu- 
tnil trading vessels are liable in timo of 
WJir, the blockade may bo loft out of 
present consaderations. You can only 
blookade ixirts of your enemy, and the 
Soutli Africuu republics have no port 
of their own. 

"Throe other inconveniences must, 
however, all bo endured, viz.: Prohibi- 
tion to carry contraband goods, prohibi- 
tion to engage in tlie enemy's service, 
and liaibility to bo visited and searched, 

"Each of these roiiuironionts has given 
rise to wide divergonoo of views and to 
cousiderublo litoraturo. While C'outi- 
nentiU opiuioii and practice favor a hai-d 
and fast list of contraband articles, com- 
prising only -s-uch as ■are already suited 
or can readily be adapted for use in o])- 
crations of war, Knglish and American 
oiiiuiou . and practice liiv9r.a.,Iongei:,lia^ 
and, one (apable of .befn^ frcrtu' tiwe to 
tinje.'^estciided to m^^eU6ReQla^exig<^Iicies 
of 'wax. In such a list may figure even 
provisions, 'nuder circumstances arising 
out of the iR'culiar situation of war, os- 
l)ecia]ly if going with a highly probable 
destination to military, oxse.' 

"It would ibo'iin' accordance with our 
own previous' practice' and with Lord 
Granville's despatches during the wtxr 
between France and China in 18S.") if we 
troaletl Hour us contraband only when 
oar-nuirkod us destined for the euomy's 
fleet, aniiies or fortroi^ses. Kveu i;i such 
cases our practice h-.us boon not to oon- 
fiscate a cargo, but merely to oxiToiso 
over it the right of pre-emption, .so as to 
deprive the enemy <jt its use without do- 
ing more injury than oan be helped. 

"Cousignmerit« to Lorenzo .Maniues, 
connectod an is that town by only -iu 
miles of railway with ilie Transvaal 
frontier, wotii<l »eoiu to be within the 
priudples of American civil war oases. 

"As to continuous carriage hy neutral 
fJiiptj of enemy's troops, or of even a few 
military olUc-era, as also of enemy's do- 
Kimtchcs, this is to an enemy service of 
so iinporiant a kind as to involve coufis- 
cutioii of ,the vessel concerned, a pem- 
.alty which .under ordinary circum- 
stances;, '.is. not iiuppSed uiK)n .carriage of 
coutnibtiiia' property so culled."

Now York, Jan. 7.—" Xo responsible 
person talks now of 'European interven- 
tion In the Anglo-Boer war," says the 
London correspondent of the Evening 
Post, " but the embarrassing eonditiou 
of things at Delagoa Bay is the gravest 
cause of i^nxiety in,bflicial quarters here 
and in ' Bisf Hn;" Delagoa ' Bay, indeed, 
has become the key of tho European 
situation, and ridiculous at first sight 
though the assertion may" seem, the 
issues of European ppace or^jvpr lie. very 
largely at tfiis moment with little far-off 

Japan. . ^ , , . . . ., ... 

" Lord 'Sali8bury,-pence'mlnistcr.''a8' he 
Ls. has refrained as long as he possibly 
could from throwing this moat inflam- 
mable question into tho European arena, 
but the British seizures of German and 
.Vniericaii shi)>s under suspicion of con- 
taining contraband of war, have forced 
his hand. In Germany especially the 
seizures have excited the normal anti- 
British feeling to such a point that the 
Kaiser, ready las he is just now to sup- 
port lOnglaud, cannot neglect it. 

" Lord Salisbury either must risk em- 
broiling Euglaiid with half of Europe 
by saying the word which will give 
England control of Delagoa Bay, (ier- 
mau public opinion being appeased by 
the annouucenieiit of Germany's sub- 
stiintial quid pro quo elsewhere, or he 
must, by keeping his Delagoa Bay card 
in reserve till quieter times loaves this 
Gorman furore over tho seizures of 
Gorman ships to drive the Gorman 
Government into alienation from Eng- 
land. 

" The belief in authoritative quarters 
here is that ho will take the former risk 
and let the public into the long-guarded 
secret just as soon as certain details 
have been arranged with Portugal. For 
that purpose a high " British diplomatic 
olllcial in whose hands this matter has 
largely rested for several years, ieft 
London on Friday of last week and is 
still at Lisbon. Unless, therefore, an 
entirely new aspect is given to the ques- 
tion, it is probable that before the prize 
court at Durban-has given judgment on 
the seizures, England will be in the 
throes of a Delagoa Bay crisis.. .That 
at least is tli(> present expectation in 
English olllcial circles. 

" I asked my authority what in diplo- 
matic circles was expeeied to be the re- 
sult of this move in Europe. Ho said 
that it was understood that h'ranoe, an- 
ticipating such an Anglo-German step, 
had come to an arrangement with Spain 
by which Franco should claim Ceuta as 
the price of her complaisance. 

'. Ill' course,' " he said, 'is abso- 
lutely impossible unless we mean to 
make Gibraltar and Malta of no elToct, 
and hand over our highway to India, 
which of course wo do not mean to do. 
England must fight rather than yield to 
such demand.' 

"And what of Itussia? Tho papers 
have been suggesting that she has told 
Lord Salisbury that the future of Dela- 
goa Buy is really no business of hers. 
" ' Oh, dear, no,' replied my informant, 
that is absolutely untrue. Franco 
counts on Itussia. ,tnd if the Fran<:u- 
UuHsiaii alliance is half as offective a 
:d as France claims^ she should not 
Count in vain. Despite all that, and 
though it occurs that England is forced 
hy her position in South .\frica to run 
the risk, of grave Enroiiean complica- 
tions, war will not come. .That is the 
firm belief of those whose opinions count 
-for most.in England.^ . , 

"'Rii^.s|a, you see, dare not attack 
[England, !.Gr indeed . anyone . else just 
now, for Japan is only awaiting su<h 
an opportunltjr of Hiissian pre-oecupa- 
tion tt) pouncp UROlt Korea and Port 
.\rthur, whicli she coun'ttJ her legitimate 
spoil from the Chino-Japaucse war. 
Indeed, hjgh : authorities sny^ that a 
Kusso-.Tnpanese conflict must 'come in 
any ease its soon as tlu> ice nndts in the 
spring. You have read of tho reeont 
(|Uiet 'movements of Russian reinforce- 
ments in th<> Far East. .Tap'aii will keep 
Russia nniet in Europe, and without 
Russia. Franco can only growl, ^foaii- 
whilo England, holding Delagoa I!ay, 
has a ring around the Transvaal.' " 

Cabling on tho same subject, the Lon- 
don correspr)ii(lont of tho 'Tribune says: 
" Lord Sjilisliury i.sl not embarras.sed 
with much now.spaper advice respecting 
the conipliciit inns which have arisen 
over the seizure of German ships and 
American foodstnft'^i in Delagoa Bay. 
When ho settles lliese (|iiestions witliout 
iiuarrolling with the two net ions whose 
friendship ho Iui^j no idea of estranging, 
the journ.'ils will be provided ^vith proper 
cues and have more t<i say. There are 
two essential points whicIi do not en- 
tirely escape observatinii hero. One is 
that Delagoa Bay cannot bo blockaded 
as a neutral port, and that Portugal 
ought to bo the power to deal with ques- 
tions of contraband goods and neutral 
oblii.'ations, although British cruisers are 
relieving tho Portngues..' oUlc'ials of Ibis 
important function. 'The second, that 
the direct seizure of Delagoa Bay. with 
siibsofjuent payment for tho territory, 
will be a more iutdligibl(> and practical 
policy than moddlosnmo interference 
with neutriil,. trade and the, free export 
of American brendstuffs. each of which 
is" an important and fundamental British

, New York, Jan. 7.— Cabling to the 
Tribune from Loudon rogardmg the crit- 
icisms of 'the military authorities, Mr. 
Ford say.i: 

"'The ind is criminating fusilado against 
military oUlcials who are laboring ardu- 
ously at theu' posts doing tlieir best, 
even if some of thorn 'blundered and fail- 
ed to forecast the magnitude of the 
struggle in South Africft;.and ' theitiniquc 
defensive tactics of the Dutdi warriors, 
is bringing eoutempt. 

"Lord Wolseley, Su- William Btitler, 
Sir .lohn Ardagli and other military men 
who have been under fire from the black 
press camiot violate olhcial decorum and 
defend them.selves. 

"This kind of warfare is unfair and 
un-English. The iiiinisters may have 
made the niistako of working too stead- 
ily and delivering too few speeches; cer- 
tainly there aro many things to which 
thoy could direct public attention with 
a good grace. Whatever miscalculations 
wore made at the outset of th<> war, tlie 
nation was as blind n.s the" mfn'isters 
tliemselv'es. 

"The largest English army'^ever put in 
tho field has ibeen carried to ..the ends of 
the earth with perfection of system and 
detail. When tho war oix'iied there were 
17 infantry battalions in South Africa 
and 70 at home; there will be at the end 
of this month, apart from cavalry and 
artillery, 70 battalions of infantry regu- 
lars in the field and 73 in the United 
Kingdom. This astonishing result has 
bwii secured by calling out tl.e reserves, 
by leaving lino men aiiuler age at houio 
and by stiffening detachments with mili- 
tia. Tho barracks aro as full as thoy 
wore whoii tho war openwl, and tho third 
line of detenco has hardly been drawn 

tllHUl. 

"If a dozen battalions of Militia have 
voluntoercMl for foreign service, 50 re- 
main in i-osorvo; if 70,01X1 Volunteers 
and 3,000 Y<.Kmiaur.v Cavalry have Ik>oii 
allowed to enlist for tho war, there re- 
main behind 250,000, citizen soldiers for 
a future omergenc.v. 

"'The war ollico lieadquartera staff 
cleai'ly desciwe credit f<vr the systematic

.and,. old Euglaud, pulsating with patrio- 
tic i^airdpr.- is long way from being at 
tlie.en'd of heir, ■military resoiu:ces."

'Washington, Dec. 31.— The seizure of 
Portuguese East Africa by England and 

the closing of Delagoa Hay to coinnierce 
would mean smnethiiig to the United 
States. It would shut up tho only en- 
trance to the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State now available to the United 
States mails and United States expiu'ts 
for these two countries. At the iireseiit 
mail communication lietween tlie United 
Slates and the Transvaal Itepublic and 
the Orangi' Free State is said by the 
post otllce de|)artment in ^^'ashill^;ton to 
he uninterrupted. 

Col. Brooke, superintendent of foreign 
mails, said to-da,v that mail for the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
goes out on every mail steamer which 
leaves the piu't of New York for Europe. 
A steamer carrying the United Slates 
mail arrives at tlio port of Lorenzo Mar- 
ques about once a week. These steam- 
ers are foreign vessels, but (he United 
States mail p(niches are inviolable. 
Any tainiieriug with tlii'in, even by a 
nation at war, would not la.' t<deraled. 
As long as I'ortnguese iOast Africa is 
neutral territory, any interference with 
United States mails or Uniteil States 
gouils (not contraband of war) Ijoniid fen- 
the Transvaal would be an olYence de- 
inanding vigorous protest. If Croat 
I'.ritain should seize L'orlugiU'se lOast 
-Vfrica. in order to aid her operations 
against the Transvaal and the Orange 
I'ree State, and the seizure shoulil be 
recognized by the United States as justi- 
fiable, such recognition would carry 
with it acknowledgment of Great Brit- 
ain's right to stop the United States 
mails and commerce destined for the 
i\vo republics with which Great Britain 
is now at war. 

h'rom some figures which have been 
oiitained from the bureau of statistics, 
it will be soon that the shutting off of 
trade between tho United States and the 
two South African republics woulil be a 
more seriouy matter to the business in- 
terests of this country than probably 
has lieeii imagined, except by ihesi' in 
a position to have' some Icnuwicilge eC 
tlie value of this trade. The total im- 
ports of tlie Transvaal for 1X1)7 are esti- 
mated li.v the bureau ol'" statistics, in an 
ofllcial publication. to liavi' been 
i:'Jl,.")l.''>.0()(), of -whieh £17.(112.000 were 
fnaii <!reat liriiain. £2.747,()l)(l fiom 
the United Slates. £ 1 ,( i.-jl,l!2(i I'l-eni (ier- 
many, and the rest from France, I'cl- 
■'Inm and Holland. The United States' 
trade with the Transvaal, ligiired in onr 
ninney, was, Iherefiu'e. nearly ;<1 I.IIOO.- 
nill) ill the year 1S!)7. There is every 
i-cason (0 b(>lievc that it was more in 
ISDS and l.S9i), as there has been an in- 
crease in the exports of the United 
Slati's generally. 

The !r,i le whic-h (he Unilei! S(a(es 
\s'oiild lose by (he shutting in iif the 
Transvaal Keimbiic would he but .a few 
millions short of the trade of the I'liilip- 
|iine islands with the entire world <lur- 
iiig the year ju-eceding the dechi raticni 
of war with Spain. Tli(> l'!;i!i[ipini' iiii- 
r)or( (rade is - estimated a( about .'?liO,- 
OOD.OOO a yi'ar. Among the articles 
iiupor(ed bv the Transvaal ma.v be iiieii- 
tioned steel, animals, jewelry and ob- 
jects of art. wood, coffee, wagons and 
carriages, machinery, cereals anil llnnr, 
iron and artieles of iron, clothing, 
.leather ami articles of leather, and rail- 
Way materials.' In view of the seizures 
ot Aiiierican Hour in Delagoa ISav bv 
the British, .it , will be interesting to 
know that the flour, importations of the 
Transvaal' for' the, year .aSOT^i^iiiiduuted 
to !i!.'),211,000. :A;ucpri8faeipibio,;part of 
this is said to bel/j^HjerTcah^flour. The 
Transvaal also imnprtS?n'Harge amount 
of beer from th&=itJflited States. 

The total imi)OT(s' of 'the Orange Free

whole trade of the Transvaal which fell 
to this country. 

If tho alleged plans of Great Britain 
to seize Portuguese East Africa and 
close Delagoa Itay to comuierco in order 
to shut off supplies from the Transvaal 
and the Orange Free State .should take 
delinite shape, a storm of protests from 
llie business interests of tAo United 
States which would be affected by this 
action might be expected, and from this 
agitation any Boer sympathy in this 
country would ' "unddubtcdiy- gaiii. - lu 
force. • .

They 
call it Table inouivtain, and the veil of 
mist that, excepting on very clear days, 
overhangs it, South African« an? pleas- 
ed to term the "Tablecloth." I'resent- 
iiig a front of solid rock 1,01)0 feet in 
height, perpendicular as a wall, and for 
half a mile on toi) (piiti? h'vel, this 'moun- 
tain olTers the best natural siginhoaid 
on earth. Time and again have Knglish 
tirnis attempted with fabulous sniiis to 
secure it for advertising jmriioses, bat 
as yet there hjis been no such dcface- 
meiit. 

"Tablo iuountaiu marks the tip end 
of the Dark (Jo.iiineiil. Uclow it nestles 
till," ci(y of Capetown, a beautiful bay 
stre(cliing out in the foreground. On 
the west the mountain breaks off ahniiit- 
ly, and the railroad skirts abimt it to 
the iiiieriiu-. Oh the- ciiSf it slo]>es olT 
into a hilly, picturcsiiue formation known 
!is tlio "Lion's Back." and thou gradu- 
iilly rises into the Drakcusburg moun- 
tains. This (is .tl>c only great mountain 
range south 6f the Zambesi, and by no- 
ting its loaition, oho ' miiy understand 
in a trice just what South Africa is geo- 
graphically. 

"Steaming along the east coast from 
Cape Colony northward, you have the 
Drakensburg In view m-arly all tin? way 
to I'.elia, a ilistaneo of 2,0(H) miles. In 
C.ipe Colimy and Natal the mountains in 
many plac's dip to tile water's edge, and 
with a tield gl.'iss one may si'e on tlicir 
crags and peaks smoke curling from the 
native villages. In I'ortiignese territory 
the mountains recvile slightly from the 
coast, and at Delagoa l!ay there is an iri- 
lerveiiing stretch of lowland 20 luiltis 
wide. At Iteira this has increased to CO 
miles. .Vt the Zambesi the Drakens- 
burg ends. 

"'i'o get into the interior of South 
AfrijiL from any of the live east coast 
landing jilaces, I'ort KlizabetU, Kast I.,on- 
don, Durban, Delagoa l!,'iy and r.cira, 
one must tirst cross a short extent of 
lowland, and then a.scend sleep moun- 
tains. Having arrivetl tliere tlie trav- 
eller is conscious of little or no descent, 
tivc-slxths iff th« whole hiterior 'l>eing 
a \-ast plateau that extends to tho Zam- 
lioei on the north, tlie Atlantic ocean , on 
tlio w-fst and va-pios ia altitude from 
.•{,000 to 4,000 feet above tho sea level. 

"A fringe of tropical country, where 
bloom tiic magnolia and the rose, where 
flourish the orange, iiiiieapple, lemon, 
guimo, grape, banaiici, the cotton and the 
tea plant; a long stretch of iiiouiitaiiis 
running jiarallel with tho Indian ocean, 
the Jiighest peaks of which are cappc(l 
with snow, ;ind in whose vallejn wave 
tracts of whe.it ami corn; a vast prairie, 
dotted beri^ and there witli patches of 
seriih wiioilland, mission, stations, and 
immense farms with millions of sIhh'I)

'U'lie new.s of this latosV, marine di.^;- 
aster in the hazard-strewn waters of the 
iiiid-iiortli was brought to Viutoria ye.s- 
terday by tho Pacilio Couat Compauy'.s 
btoanier Cottage City, A^'hich had herself 
experienced tlio biting severity of the 
upnt'hwcst and southeast gales, beiiif; 
forced to seek safety in shelter on no 
fjiwer than five occasions during the just 
completMrV^yage.'.'. ' ■ ; 

. .mhe Mocking Bkd was a vesseT of 
many tribulations. She ,'had -hcen half- 
wrecked, hall-bnrncd, half-sacrific-ed in 
one w;iy or another on a dozen diflereul 
occasions since her adveiit'in the North. 
Since c-omin;^ within an ace of founder- 
ing on the Stikine river, she had been 
enirag(Ml in carrying Uie mails and p;is- 
fiengers on tho comparatively smooth, 
.s'liort trip between Skngwny and Dyen, 
in the command of Capt. Hnll, an e.x- 
.Seattleite. 

Although her contract i-equired a daily 
service, ilie phenonieniilly bad weatln-r 
liad rendered it impossible for the Mock- 
ing Bird to go out from the safety of 
Skagway bay from Christma.s Day" un- 
til the al lernoon of the 2i)th, when, tak- 
ing advantage of the abatement of tho 
wind, Oopt. Hall determined tu make a 
t;ry for it, having on board the mails, 
hi.M engineer and two pa.^engers — C. 11. 
DeWitt ami Thomas lienson. 

On rounding tho point l>eyond Smug- 
glers' Gove, it was found that the entire 
KUTftico of the Inlet from that point to 
Dyea was covered with ice — ^an iiTcgu- 
• lar, creiilcrng, groaning, threatening plain 
of whiteness. This waa'a condition mot 
infrequently met with last winter, when 
Capt. Hall Imd had no particular dilll- 
culty in cutting a way through— his ves- 
sel lK,'ing provided with a knife-edged 
sileel bow ospeciaJly for the puri>osc — 
.and acting uix>n his past experience, he 
tlwn;foTe attacked the ice under a full 
head of slvani. 

TJnfortunately tho resistance was great- 
er tlian anticipated. There was the ox- 
IK'cted crasli and crunching. l)ut it was 
t.lie armored how of the steamer that 
gave way — not the ice. A jagged, gap- 
ing wound s<.ttne nini? inclics wide and 
several feet, long was cut in the baw of 
(lie brave little vessel, and she immedi- 
arely commenced to take water rapidly. 
'I'he engines wore revoreed. and after 
several minutes fighting the Mocking 
Bird extricated liersclf froni tlie grasj) 
of tlio ice, fi'id slowly backed again into 
tlie lanojof open water. 

By this time, however, the water had 
ffaiiued dangerously, and it was evident 
that the steamer had short floating life 
left. . Koalizing that the only chance 
was in reaching shore before the inevi- 
table going down of the ship, Capt. Hall 
Jieaded for the nearest iwint, a long, ir- 
regular line of rooks upon which the ice 
and surf were struggling for supremiicy 
in, terrible combination — ^the engineer 
riiiuiing the risk of "turning her loo 
'I'lie steamer was in a sinking condition 
ro(diiug preparatory for the iinal plan 
when the shore was approached, and 
promptly turned over on her side to be 
battero<l to pieces by the warring ele- 
ments. 

Cai)t. Hall and his four companioTis 
Wen- I'a.st on the rocks, and Tiltimately 
rescued afler heroic endeavors by a life- 
saving i)arly from the shore, composed of 
II. .[.

J'ciidergral'f and Mr. Campbell, the inail 
cai-rii-r ibetween Skagway and I.')yca.

From the New Gold Fields. 

A new itrriviil at the ftimous Nome 
gold diggings says in a letter to a friend: 

•• Nome City is a big, dirty town, with 
some thousiuids of iidiabitants. T think 
there is no doubt that the country is 
rich, and I believe a man there in the 
spring with provisions would stand a 
show oC doing well. 

•' The niiuiug country is extensive. 
They are prospecting sixty miles froni 
.Xonu' northward and have found rich 
placers. 

•'The eliiniite during the summer will 
not he bail. I shoulil think, Imt the 
ground is very wet and boggy, and peoph? 
wonhl need to prepare for life in the 
region. The weather is extremely 
severe in the winter. Violent w-inds 
lilow anil it freezes intensely. It was 
bad enough w-hen we left there. 

■■ The ojien, sandj- bfiieh affords the 
only lamling place. A great deal of the 
mining has lieeii done on the beach. 
They do not dig deep, only a few foot in 
some places. 

" The hench is government properts', 
and anyone can dig or stake on it with- 
out recording, 

" The mining 'laws of the country are 
very bad, as' the' claims are too big, and 
one man with powers of attorney can 
take up a number of claims, so that 
1 it rge tracts of, country are gobbled up 
by Olio man— hardly what one would 
expect from people whose motto is 
liberty, eriuality and. fratemify. . . v' 

" There is another evil ' in Nome. 
Many lawless Alaskan and Klondike 
characters have drifted there, and 
neither life'; nor property is safe. Strict 
discipline Jvill.be necessary tp keep, any 
thing like 'order." . :

A WONDERFUL RECORUi 

The British Ship Kilmoi-y Sails Over 
'riiirty-Pive Thousand Miles. 

Tho British ship Kilmory arrived out 
at Queenstown Wednesday, after a fast 
passage of 123 days from' Portland, Ore. 
AVhilp this is considerably short of n 
record-breaker, it Is the last lap of one 
of the ouickest round-trip voyages that 
has ever been recorded. The Kilmory 
sailed from Tjondfln for Honolulu Peb- 
ruiiry 8. bSOO, trnd made the rnn in the 
record time of 108 days. She arrived at 
I lie island port May 127, and did not re- 
ceive very (piiel; dewpatidi, being 'de- 
tained there until .Inly 10, when she 
sailed for Portland. Her passagr- from 
tlie islands was only fair— 2S days. At 
I'ortland she received (|uick despatch, 
being in tho river hut 2(! days. I[er 
actual sailing time on this rontid trip of 
about 35,000 miles was but 2.">9 days, 
and for the round, including the time 
lost in discharging 'cargo and loading 
ballast at Honolulu, and discharging 
ballast and loading wheat nt Portland, 
her time was biit 10 months and 24 
days.

From an Atlln Corrcspoadent. 

While every piirt of British Columliia 
is artractiuK notice, Atlin, nlthouRli 
some'whnt disappointing to 'm;niy l:i!:t 
season, It yet. deserving' of special atten- 
tion. There is no' dcn^vlng the fact thiit 
it iiid disappoint ' Dian'y-' pcopld lust 'sea- 
86n-^knd';' wliy^ '"^^'fiB^lf; fife'JaViRO ' then, 
was' no precious nietiil to lio found in 
paying qnurinties, or was it from' other 
reasons?' TruL' there were many claims 
thai aid not prove to be profitable ones, 
as there are in' every camp ' that ' has 
ever been discovered. But among the 
main features oC the detriment to the 
prosperity of the c amp were: 

• The- policy of "the .governmpntiT; I do, 
not mean' 'to bo hard on' thorn, but I do' 
mean to say thiit tlicir policy lias not 
been' ii [;oih1 one for Unit camp. 

First, tlie alien law was passed snd 
donly and unjustl.v— passed without eon- 
sideriii},' tlie effects and liardsliips that 
it would have on the miners in that 
place. Men who had p<dled liand-slelf,'hs 
up the Stikine river to Glenora and 
paclied their supplies to Teslin and hand 
sleished from Teslin to Atlin, over an 
unbroken (M)untry (a hardsliip that many 
of you realize what it is) found when 
they reached Atlin— and not before — 
that they, after spending a year in 
travel, were, despite the fact that they 
had a license, denied the ritrht to locate 
placer ground in British Columbia. 

Secondly, in Atlin, as in all new min 
ins camps, there wore many disputed 
claims, which necessitated the arrival of 
a supreme court judge to decide. The 
Hon. .Tustico Irving wus sent up, true, 
but not until late in the sonson, conse- 
quebtly men • were : not able to \s,'et tc 
work ton: these disputed claims until late 
in the year, after high water. 

Many other' 'complaints can he made, 
such as the delay in<<tbc sale of town 
lot8,>,tha<grantingtci!t: records of ^the same 
claim 'toi as'-mhnyr indiTlduals as 'Wished 
to apply, thereby giviug Bcveral tltl^a' to 
diflerout persons for the same claim.' '

Mess^.)- Miller, McKinnon ■ and ■ Mc-
